Lieut. Maughan's Curtiss' plane 


came down from the s-ky like a great 
silver bullet at Kosecrans Field at 
33:1^7 a. in., imirkinjr the successful 
completion of the first half of his 
race with the su'ii a-cross the conti- 
nent. 


Maughan was 57 miunles behind 


schedule on arriving here. Striving 
desperately to make up tilie delay, 
lie maintained a speed of nearly 10(1 
mils on hour until the wheels of bis 
little plane skimmed (he smooth sur- 
face of the living Held. He covered 
the two legs of the flight from New 
Vork to St. Joseph in eight hour.; 
and 19 minutes, including a thirty- 
minute stop at Dayton.
